US. Congressmen

WASHINGTON (AP)—Within

SUBMITS DOCUMENT 


M. Dubost submitted to the war 
crimes court a document he’ de- 
scribed as a directive from the 
German high command Instruct- 
ing German members of the 
French-German Armistice Com- 
mission to reject all requests 
from the French delegation or 
the International Red Cross for 
better treatment of prisoners. 

Th® directive sald the policy 
was ordered by Hitler, who said: 

“Effective, lasting intimidation 
of the population cannot be 
achieved except by the death pen- 
alty or by measures which Jeave 
the criminal’s (deportees) . rela- 
tions and the population ignorant 
of his fate.” 

The prosecution also cited ‘an 
order which it said was handed 
down by Gestapo Cifef Heinrich 
Himmier in April, 1949, directing 
that..no prisoner should. be al- 
lowed to fall into Allied hands 
alive. 

M. Dubost introduced a German 
high command directive instruct- 
ing commanders of war prison 


| ers’ camps not to observe the gen- 


eral convention regulations for 
delay in executions. The conven- 
tion provides that execution of 
prisoners cannot be carried out 
until three months after the pro- 
tecting power has been notified. 

“For war prisoners themselves, 
it is more humane not to have to 


| wait three months for their exe- 


cution,” the directive said. 

Another document showed how 
the command of the German air 
force attempted to curtail Allied 
air attacks by placing war. pri- 
soner camps near large German 
cities. 

One of the defendants, Arthur 
Seyss Inquart, former German 
governor of the Netherlands, was 
stricken ill during the night and 
was absent from the prisoners’ 
dock today.

LTHOUGH RUSSIA FAILED TO WIN 
for Mr. Trygve Lie, Norway's Foreign 


unanimous Approval’ of the Security Council 
in. support of his nomination for the im- 
portant post of Secretary-General. Since 
this recommendation is all that is necessary 
to bring the matter formally before the 
Assembly for confirmative. action, it is 
presumed that the Norwegian carpenter's 
son, who has risen to great heights in his 
country’s service, will be duly installed with 


_ little delay. As a lawyer and a diplomat, the 


representative of a nation which suffered 
all the agonies and humiliation of Nazi 
occupation, his hatred of war and all that 
war connotes should provide him with an 
abiding incentive to make the Secretariat 
do what the Charter of the United Nations 
has prescribed for it. As chairman of the 
Norwegian delegation to the San Francisco 
Conference, Mr. Lie establishéd a reputation 
for plain speech and sincerity of purpose. 

Canadians, ag well as many Britons and 
Americans, will regret that the choice of 
the Security Council did not swing to Hon. 
L. B. Pearson, Canada’s ambassador to the 
United States, for the post of Secretary- 
General. Many of the leading. statesmen 
of the world, whether they saw this brilliant 
son from the land of the Maple Leaf in 
action at San Francisco or through their 
associations with him in the realm of inter- 
national diplomacy, had formed a flattering 
opinion of his accomplishments and a warm 
appreciation of his rare tact and judgment. 
But for several days past it had become 
obvious that the delegates from the Soviet 
Union, endorsed by several other states, 
had won a good deal of support for Mr. 
Lie. With the confirmation of his appoint- 
ment by the Assembly, therefore, all the 
member nations will wish him well and 
promise him unflagging encouragement. 

Those who have read the United Nations 
Charter, moreover, will understand the im- 
portance which attaches to the Secretariat 
over which Mr. Lie will preside. First of 
all, the Secretary-General is empowered, 
under Chapter XV, to bring to the attention 
of the Security Council any matter which in 
his opinion may threaten the maintenance of 
international peace and security. Secondly, 
in the performance of their duties the Sec- 
retary-General and his staff “shall not seek 
or receive instructions from any government 
or from any other authority externa] to the 
organization.” It is especially laid down, 
too, that they shall “refrain from any action 
which might reflect on their position as 
international officials.” Their sole responsi- 
bility ig to the United Nations as a whole. 
A complementary obligation, of course, rests 
on each member state. 

Under the, specific Charter provisions, 
therefore, the Secretary-General is enjoined 
to watch out for international squalls and 
to report them, regardless of their ‘origin 
or whose ox may be gored. Nor is there 
the least ambiguity in the warning to the 
presiding officer and his staff against be- 


* coming prey to the importunities of special 


pleaders with selfish or sinister purposes to 
be served. These stipulations conceivably 
were written into the Charter for the pro- 
tection of the officials themselves; for any 
loophole for laxity in the administration of 
the Secretariat’s business might prove dis- 
astrous in a real test of their efficacy. In 
other words, the Charter, while not by any 
means a perfect instrument, can succeed 
where the League of Nations Covenant 
tailed,

| proper execution of the educational job is 
| becoming more apparent. 

It will be a matter of concern to school 
boards of the city and surrounding munici- 
palities to determine how, under the indi- 
| cated Greater Victoria sehoo] district plan, 
costs will be shared with the government. 
Construction financing, of course, is a mat- 
ter of substantial interest to the taxpayers. 
But in the case of schools there are many 
factors which will dispose them to regard 
the outlay favorably. They know, or they 
have no excuse for not knowing, wht the 
schools are trying to do. They must realize 
that the most recent major acquisition to 
the existing city plant—with the exception 
of one or two auditoriums and the federally- 
financed téchnical unit off Fernwod Road— 
is more than 30 years old. And they have 
| been told by Mayor George that at least one 
of the present buildings is little better than 
a death trap. That, of course, is all back- 
ground which ought to influence public 
opinion to support the program of new 
building—a program made immeasurably 
less expensive to the community by a pro- 
vincia] government announcement of greater 
assistance for such undertakings. 

But, we submit, the citizen's interest in 
the physical plant should not end. there. 
| Many schools now are used by organizations 
for cultural and other benefits beyond those 
limited to regular curricular activity. The 
city trustees have recognized the fact that 
expensive plant should not be reserved solely 
for the hours between morning assembly 
and afternoon dismissal.

It was 
there, amid the gorgeous trap- 
pings of monarchy, that I had 
a long talk with him. 

It was not surprising to find 
the generalissimo heavily —_pro- 
tected against intruders. 
rived in El] Pardo half an hour 
ahead of my appointment and 
used this time in looking over 
the old place. 

Within a few minutes an alert 
little man popped up from no- 
where, flashed his secret service 
badge on me and smilingly, but 
firmly, wanted to. know some- 
thing of my history and my in- 
tentions. Later a big squad of 
armed officers at the palace gate 
examined our car and party and 
passed us inside, 

At the entrance were two of 
the Generalissimo’s 
Moerish mounted bodyguards, 
sitting proudly on their horses 
like statues, with spiked ‘steel 
helmets blazing in the sun 
through the tops of their tur 
bans, and lances erect against 
their stirrups. 

Franco looks so fit in his mili- 
tary uniform at the age of 55 
that he might easily be miss- 
taken for 45. This probably is 
partly a heritage of his vigorous

creased 8 per cent during | 
1945 according to the report re- | 
leased by Miss Margaret Ciay, | 
librarian, to the library board at 
its last meeting. 

During the same period the | 
number of books’ added to: the | 
library shelves increased by 4 | 
percent, bringing the tetal up to} 
62,902 books in all departments. | 

Miss Clay stressed that the | 
reference department at the}

study and research. She pointed | 
out that the library service was 
supplied to the people of Greater |

nd, as I did in San Francisco, what: 
a handicap to mutual understanding differing tongues can be. 
For when 51 nations get together about a rourid table, so to 
speak, it is essential that they should understand each other. 
As it is, they have to depend on interpreters—and those at 
San Francisco did a magnificent job, as I have no doubt they 
are doing in London. , 


INTERPRETATIONS VARY 
But IT IS QUITE conceivable that, no matter how carefully 
vertently be changed. —_ 

Even two people talking the same language can use identical 
words yet with inflections or emphasis which can alter thelr 
meaning. - 

So one can readily see how easily a sentence in another tongue 
« might be misconstrued by someone unfamiliar with its varying 
shades of meaning. 

That's why I am glad Mrs. Roosevelt recognizes that the 
language barrier is # severe one to world peace. 

And that she intends to press within the United Nations for 
compulsory teaching of a universally understood tongue in the 
schools of the world. 


ESPERANTO ECHO 
EYERY NOW AND again something comes up to bring home 

to us the need of an internationally-understood system of 
communication. 

About 60 years ago, a Russian scholar named Zamenhof in- 
vented a universal language called Esperanto. 

It consisted of 2,642 root words and its vocabulary was made 
up of words common to every important European language, 
but spelt phonetically. : 

This strange polyglot mixture was quickly imbibed by many 
people in all part* of the world, who called themselves Es- 
perantists. 

And for a time Esperanto had such a cult that it looked 
if it were the solution to international exchange. ~ 


VANCOUVER REMNANT 

Bu NOWADAYS one rarely hears of them or it, although I 
did notice a little advertisement in a Vancouver paper some 

months ago calling attention to a meeting by the local Esper- 

antist group. 

Like anything elsc, I suppose, a knowledge of Esperanto is-ait 
right if you come up against someone who happens to know 
it, too. 

The phonetic quality of Esperanto reminds me of George 
Bernard Shaw’s recent outburst on the subject of spelling 

When he asked the British government to draft a new 
English alphabet on simpler lines, 


SIMPLER PHONETICS 

T* A LETTER to The London Times, Mr. Shaw claimed that the 
adoption of his proposal would soon pay the cost of the war 

in time saved 

By eliminating the end “b” from bomb he could write it in 
one-quarter less time—a result, in his estimation, staggering 
enough to justify a priority for his new alphabet. 

Of course, it is always well when considering Mr, Shaw’s 
suggestions to remember that he himself once sald: 

“My method is to take the utmost trouble to find the right 
thing to say, and then to say it with the utmost levity.” 

FLOUTS AUTHORITIES 
S° IT WAS DOUBTLESS with his tongue in his cheek that he 
stirred his own witch’s brew of symbols. 

For, he said, he found it useless to appeal to the ‘educational 
authorities, 

“They dare not interfere with Dr. Johnson’s monumental 
mispelling, which is now much more sacred than the creed 
and the Catechism,” he stormed. 

And he evidently ‘hasn't much more use for Eéperanto. For 
he would disqualify from the alphabet drafting committee 

“. .. such ‘cranks’ as universallanguage advocates, short- 
hand experts and persons who want to force everybody to 
spell in the same way.” 

M.P. COMES BACK 

A BRITISH M.P., Mr. M. Follick, took issue with Mr. Shaw 
and called his 47.symbol alphabet absurd—and what is more, 

told him so, 

Mr. Follick declares, what the world needs is not phonetic, 
but automatic, spelling, in which each letter would have only: 
one alphabetica! valve—whatever that may mean! 

From a national point of view, if we had an automatic alpha- 
bet, no child would have to learn to spell in English, because it 
would be automatic, he says. 

To me it ail sounds like double-Dutch, but then, I don't pre- 
tend to be an expert on language, phonetic or avtomatic 
AUXILIARY LANGUAGE 

OWEVER, if spelling reform. could bring into being an 

auxiliary language that everybody in the world could speak, 
then I'm in favor of it. 

Many a returned serviceman and woman have told me that, 
until they went abroad, they never realized what a handicap 
an ignorance of the other fellow’s tongue can be. 

On the other hand, you don’t have to go abroad to realize 
that. We have seen it in Canada—between the English-speaking 
and French-speaking sections. 

So perhaps we had better start right away to support Mrs. 
Roosevelt's suggestion for compulsory teaching of a universal 
language in the schools. 

Meanwhile, 1 am going to sit back ahd watch the fun which 
will start when the $64 question comes up: “What language?”
